Cbrift, in reſpe& of Conveniencie, and freedonie from diſtration of 
bufinefſe : or in refpeR of any ſuch circumftance as may really tur- 
ther or bette:: the worſhip, hath no ſuch influence into it, as to alter 
or change the nirure of ut- , becauſe ſuch a choyce of time is rather 
of Gods chuſing then of ours ; for the Scriptures without , and the 
Law of Conſciencewithin, commands us to make choyce of ſuch 
time when we may ſerve and worſhip God after the beſt and holyeſt 
manner, But torule the ele&ion of time , for giving any outward 
at of worthip or adoration unto God, by any ſuch Circumſtance 
which hath no relation at allco this worſhip; (I meane to becter it 
or furtherit in him that performs it, ) bu: only that waich is foun.

not tobe made. As for example, for a nan to make choyce of the

ken , which profpicuouſly and fully informeth the mind and ſoule 
hereof then atthe mentien of that Name Teſs. As for example, 
upon the hearing of this or rhe like ſenrences in Scripture, ſhe Son of 
War: came toſith & ſave thutwhich was loft: 28 that Rom. 5,8, whileſt we 
wer yet ſaqers Chriſt died for us.Or that Io.3;Ss God loved the worldy$:c., 
in theſe and many the like ſayings, there is a full intimation or ſig- 
nification of that great ſalvation , that comes by Chriſt-more then is 
the bare mention of the name leſws. By all whichit evidencly ap- 
peareth,that in reſpe& ofany lavwfull or vrarrantable ground for an 
outward a& of aderation, there isno-more.in the (ound orname Heſus

The Major (I conceive) will not be Cenyed : Becauſe for men to 
meddle with any of the great and fearcfull names of God, and to 
difpoſe of them as they pleaſe , without exprefle Authority from 
himſelfe,is preſumption of the higheſt magnitude, 

The Minor likewiſE hath evidence enough to be heleeved,becauſe 
there is not the leaſt intimation in the Scripture that God ever in- 
tended that any ſuch uſe ſhonld ever be made of the name leſ#s , as to 
ſummon men to bow their bodyes at the xazne or ſound of it.

The Major I explicue and demonſtrate thus : Tyyo Lavys which 
are not ſubordinate. (1 meane vy th a togicall ſubordination,) but 
contradiſtinguiſhed one agaraſt the other, cannot be togecher the 
ground of one and che ſame duty. Bat the Law Merall, and Law Ec- 
cleſiaſticail are Liws of a d.ffccenc kind, nor fubacdinace, but contra- 
d ſt:nguithed. Ergo,&c. 

The rerfonof ca* Minor is: Becaaſe Ordinations, or Conſtitutions 
Ecclefiaſticall, reſpeR marters of circumſtance , and things indifferent ; 
the Morall Law only treateth of , and obligerk to things of ablolute 


neceſſity. 


If it be here ObjzeRed and ſaid though, The ſubjeft matter of Eccle 
ſatticall Laws and Conftizzuinys be (in the generall) matters of indifferencie 
nd decencie, about the warſhip of God: yet if (uh Conſlitations take, in any 
part of the Morality of it this maketh it not will-worſhip, becauſe it is the will 
of man it ſhould bedone,ſuppoſng,it ta be the will of God firſt. 


Tothis I Anſwere. - True, if this vere the caſe, then were there 
no exception to be taken againſt the thing it ſelfe, but onely azainſt 
the methodicall proceeding of the Conſtitutiax , promiſcuouſly ima- 
poling things of meerc indifferenc'e,with rhings of abſolute neceſſity. 
But ithath.nor yet bin proved, thar,this worſbyp hath any other Mo- 
ther,but eicher the Conſtitutions or Caſtomes of.menz the Word of God, 
or Merall Law cannot yet be compelicd to owane, or toacknowledye 
it;(o then ir being the Son ofa ſtranger, it is not to be bought into 
the Temple of the Lord, 


If ic be further Obje&ted, That thu rule makes as ſtrong'y againſt lnee]- 
ing at the Communion, as agamſi bowing at the name of )e:us, becauſe it 
bath no other foundation, but \be like Eccleſiaftigall Conflunution, 


To this I Anſwer : No: Irtis farre octherwiſc in this; Inthe duty 
of receiving of the Sacrament , there is a con urrrence of ſundry 
ſpiritual! and inward a&s or duties of the ſoule, whereunto the out- 
ward geſture of kneeling is naturall , and ſutable, and ſufficiently 
licenced , and warranted in the Scripture , (though it be ng where 
indeedderermined,to be of abtolgee neceſſity in the perfo:mance of 
the ſame. As for example, there Fan a& of thazksgiving,in the duty 
of xecerving,which þeing a branch of prayer (largely wakes) there an

be no outward geſture more natural and ſutable to it,then kneeling: 
Beſides there is an a& of prayer (ftriQly taken) &c, 

Bur there is no ſuch ſpeciall duty in hand, or performance, when 
the name Jeſs is mentioned : upon which this gelture of bowing 
ſhould be rounded, but only the dutics of hearing and attending the 
Word of God, whereuntoall other geſtures of ſtanding, or ſitting, 1c 
much more convenient , and have approbation from the Scriptures, 
Fhe former of ſtanding, Nebe 8.5. Mat. 13-2.and elſewhere 3 the lattcr 
of fitting, Ex4.20.1.& 33.31,Mar.J.34. &c. So that to injoyne bow. 
o9g ſtill upon the pronunciation of the name Jeſus, in the middeſt of 
the Service, whecher jr be in the hearing of a Chapter , or Goſpell 
read, whercin thoſe other gcſtures of landing, os ſitting , are by the

- 5. His Majeſties ſpeciall Command and pleafure is in the former 
Declaration, that the literall and Grammaticall ſence ſhall Riil be 
taken,and no other; But now ifthe Canon haygo other Midwife, 
but the l:tcrall and Grammaticall ſence , .it vill never be delivered 
of this bo wing worſbip,at the name of leſus. If the Canon were exaRly 
tranſlited, rnto all languages, and ſuir made to the beſt Grammari. 
ans of all Nations,to give the literall ſence of it, it is not to be con- 
ccived, that any one Fs wouldever find, that bowing the body 
at the ſoung of the name Jeſus, mani ever to be meant by it,
